WASHINGTON  (UPI)  -  Religious  issues,  nev¬ 
er  far  from  the  surface  in  a  political  contest,  have 
emerged  In  a  new  ami  potentially  divisive  manner 
in  the  1984  campaign. 

In  the  past,  much  of  the  concern  ami  debate  was 
centered  on  the  candidates'  religious  affiliation  — 
John  Kennedy's  Roman  Catholicism  in  1960  ami 
Jimmy  Carter's  "bom  again"  BaptLl  faith  in  1976 
—  ami  the  influence  that  affiliation  might  have  on 
presidential  ami  national  policies. 

The  currrnt  debate,  not  always  explicitly  stated 
by  the  candidates  or  the  cleric*,  theologians  and 
pundits  commenting  on  the  issue,  has  more  to  do 
with  the  institutional  posturr  of  the  national  gov¬ 
ernment  than  it  does  with  specific  policies  or  be¬ 
liefs. 

Conservative  Christians,  generally  white  Pro¬ 
testant*  but  also  including  a  growing  number  of 
Roman  Catholics  ami  other*  that  include  a  stirink¬ 
ling  of  Orthodox  Jew*,  are  politically  led  by  l*rr*i- 
dent  Reagan  and  seeking  a  more  explicit  link  be¬ 
tween  government  and  transcendent  authority.

Rep.  Lloyd  Frandaen,  R -South  Jordan,  aaid  rep- 
resentativee  killed  the  bill  on  a  38-37  vote  because 
they  did  not  want  to  ahow  a  pro-welfare  posture 
that  early  In  the  special  sesaion. 

"Many  of  my  colleagues  have  told  me  they  like 
the  bill  and  want  It  passed,  but  they  were  afraid  if 
they  approved  it  so  early  in  the  sesaion  it  would 
c  neourage  a  lot  more  of  those  ty  pea  ofbllla  that  they 
didn't  want  to  deal  with,"  he  aaid. 

He  said  the  bill  will  be  introduced  near  the  end  of 
the  session  and  predicted  it  will  pass. 

But  Wednesday  night’s  does  vote  sparked  erica 
of  a  Republican  fix  from  a  Democratic  legislator. 

Si  Dibella  screamed  foul  after  the  House  narrow- 
ly  defeated  a  Sl.l  million  proposal  to  extend  the 
subsidized  day-care  program  used  by  about  7,000

"This  is  nothing  but  a  Republican  caucus;  it’s  not 
an  open  floor,"  Dibella  harangued  over  the  sound  of 
House  Speaker  Norman  Bangrrter'a  gavel.

The  union  will  now  concentrate 
its  effort!  in  the  remaining  eight  day* 
in  reaching  a  contract  at  GM.  which  it 
will  then  present  to  Ford. 

Bieber  went  from  the  news  confer¬ 
ence  straight  to  GM  headquarters, 
where  bargainers  met  in  a  main  tabic 
session  to  receive  the  decision,  which 
Bieber  said  waa  his  alone. 

"GM  In  my  view,  offer*  the  best 
opportunity  for  an  agreement  which 
will  achieve  our  principle  goals  — 
meaningful  Job  security  and  an  econo¬ 
mic  settlement  that  represent*  fair¬ 
ness  for  our  member*/  he  said. 

Talka  at  Ford  will  be  put  on  hold  for 
the  next  few  week*  while  the  union 
negotiate#  at  GM.
